t What may have been a quiet routine 
hearing on a zoning change from residential - 
to commercial recreational for five acres of 
the 25 acres at Old Port Cove, on Bluff Lake 
and Elime Rds., in Antioch Township, is 
blossoming into a real controversy.

The bordering-hopping, Sinking-driving 
controversy, that has been a problem in both 
Illinois and Wisconsin since Illinois raised its 
drinking age to 21 in 1980, may be closer to a 
solution. i 

The Wisconsin State Senate passed a bill on 
Tuesday , March 20, legislating that people 
from other states must adhere to the legal 
drinking age in the state of their residence 
when drinking in Wisconsin bars. 

Out-of-state students Hying in Wisconsin 
and military personnel based in Wisconsin 
are exempt from this law and may abide by 
Wisconsin's legal drinking age. of 18, 19 in 
July. 

State Sen. John Maurer (D-Kenosha ) , who 
has been working on the border-hopping 
problem for a long time, along with State 
Sen. Tim CuIIen(D-Janesville), State Sen. 
Richard Kruel(R-Plattville) are the bill's co- 
sposorsr :: 

Maurer said that he was glad they were 
over the first hurdle. The bill is expected to 
be on the floor of the Wisconsin House of 
Representatives with a vote taken on it 
before the current seession is over in the 
middle of April. 

Accordingg to Maurer chances of passage 
in the house are goood ones. 

The next step, if the house passes it, is for 
Governor Anthony Earl to sign the bill into 
law. 

This* is also expected because Earl had 
publicly stated that he was in favor of such a 
bill. 

So it is possible that those in favor of the 




reciprocity law may see it enforced this sum- 
mer along with the raised 19-year-old 
drinking age j • ' , 

Meanwhile, on the other side of the border 
in Illinois, where reportedly drunk-driving 
.penalties are lighter than they are in Wiscon- 
sin, Illinois State Sen. Adeline Geo-Karis(R- 
Zion) is trying to do something about that in 
the/ace of. rough sledding being provided by 
legislators from both parties. 

Dui arrests in some Wisconsjn reorder 
areas have tripled since 1981. 

Geo-Karis' bill doubles the penalty, for 
those found guilty of driving under the in- 
fluence of either alcohol or drugs in Illinois. 

Despite the opposition, some of it coming 
from the director of the department of 
corrections who claims not to have the room 
to keep drunk drivers for a longer stay, her 
bill is in the Judiciary 2 subcommittee on 

criminal law.

The first hearing on Senate Bill 422, also 
sponsored by State Sen. Virginia 
Madonald(R-Arlington Heights), State Sen. 
Clarence Darrow(D-Rock Island), State Sen.

Geo-Karis said, "At the present time a per- 
son who kills someone while driving under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs is charged 
with a class four felony.

However, the council held- , 
off approval of an amend- 
ment which would eliminate ' 
agricultural retail 
operations, such as nur- • 
series, from operating jn 
residential ' areas, when 
council members voiced con- 
cern about the effect the' 
revised ordinance would 
have on an elderly resident. 

According to neighbors, 
the resident, who is in his 
eighties, sells seasonal 
produce, and flowers from 
his yard. .1 

City, Attorney Robert 
Lessman said that the man 
might be protected under a 
legal non-conforming use 
since the man Was said. to 
have been there since before 
the the city was in- 
corporated. 

The council directed 
Lessman to review the 
statutes before I the next 
meeting. 

Approved were revisions 
which would eliminate 
crematories in. residential 
areas, require a 25-foot set- 
~back — for accessory struc- 
tures such as garages or 
sheds and eliminate high- 
rise multi-family dwellings 
from residential areaS7~or 
"pyramid zoning." 

"It is important that we 
get this pyramid zoning 
situation off the books," said 



Ward Alderman 
Robert Allen in urging the 
council to take action on the 
recpmmendations. 

In other business, city 
engineer Gordon White of 
Don Manhard Associates, 
reported that a residents', 
request to extend sewer and 
water to his home near the 
intersection of Northwood 
and Greenleaf Aves. would 
cost approximately $32^000 
to install. 

However, the engineer 
said that funds could be 
recovered if the city in- 
stalled the lines and charged 
a fee per foot of frontage at 
the time of connection or 
make , other special 
assessments. 

White said that he thought 
it would be. prohibitive to in- 
stall the lines, "under the 
current cash balances."

District 34 Board 
of Education was involved in trying to decide, 
whether to fix the present one or put in an en- 
tirely new one at the last regular meeting of 
the board. 

Replacement would probably utilize gas- 
fired boilers for providing hot water instead 
othe present electric roof-top heating units. 

Skidmore added that an overview study of 
the system was needed to find out why the 
present system was using "so much elec- 
tricity for heating." 

The board also discussed the problem 
presented because next year's scheduled 
spring vacation does not coincide with that 
scheduled by the high school.

The board approve spending $1,620 to have 
Testing Service Corp., Carol Stream, take 
bore samples down as far as 10 feet for the 
purpose of analyzing the soil conditions 
beneath the surface to find outif the soft soil 
conditions can be solved at a reasonable cost, 
so that a hard surface driveway and parking 
lot could be ultimately installed, 

Also. on the agenda was Dr. Skidmore's 
report on Gov. James Thompson's budget for 
1984-85 which allocates the lowest amount for 
school funding in the last 10 years. 

"It is a sad commentary for a wealthy 
state to treat its children so poorly," said 
Skidmore. 

But more encouraging money matters

disabilities aide. 

The school district would pay $3,000 of the 
cost of this program.

Measle outbreak 
at Great Lakes 



The Lake County Health 
Dept. reports there are three 
confirmed cases of measles 
in Lake County residents. 
The three identified cases 
have followed the measles 
outbreak at Great Lakes. 
The Health Department is 
working closely with Naval 
Personnel to control further 
spread to the population, and 
has alerted school nurses 
and hospital emergency 
rooms. 

The type of measles oc- 
curring., is "red" measles, 
"hard" measles, or "ten- 
day" measles. Symptoms of 
the disease are fever, cough, 
J!ed^yes,_runny_nose^and_a^ 
red rash, usually starting on 
the face. The time between 
the exposure and the 
showing of symptoms is 
usually between 10 and 14 
days. Individuals should call 
their physician if they show 
measles symptoms, and 
avoid exposing others to the 
disease. - . 

Individuals most suscep- 
tible to measles are: persons 
born after 1956 with no 
history of disease or im- 
munization; those who 
were under 12 months of age 
at the time of their measles 



immunization, those who 
received the immunization 
before 1968 and cannot 
document which kind; those 
who have received a killed 
vaccine; and those who have 
received a live vaccine with 
gamma globulin. 

The Health Department is 
strongly encouraging 
measles immunizations for 
non-immunized children at 
15 months of age or older. In 
addition, individuals ex- 
posed to measles should talk 
to their physician regarding 
appropriate protection. 

If the family does not have 
-a-private-physician;-par;ents- 

may obtain immunizations 
for their children at the Lake 
County Health Dept'., which 
offers immunizations not 
only against measles, but 
also against mumps, rubella 
(German Measles), polio, 
diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus (D.P.T.) No ap- 
pointment is necessary at 
the following locations 
unless noted otherwise:.™ -
